Its main development California 
followed the passage Workmen’s Compensation 
Laws 1914. first, medical service consisted simply 
providing treatment for injuries sustained work, 
and was little more than service’’ compensa-

The pattern California unique for number 
reasons. While the State has long had good 
sation legislation, only comparatively recently has 
large-scale industrialization developed. California 
the employer responsible for the provision, well 
the cost, medical for injury,.and can, 
within limits, choose the physician. Until the war, the 
absence many big factories had resulted the care 
workers neighboring practitioners having 
direct connection with, knowledge of, factory work. 
California’s recent industrial growth has been phe- 
nomenal and far excess the availability expe- 
rienced industrial physicians. this writing nearly 
4,000,000 people are employed 240,000 industrial 
establishments the State. 


Medical service the Bureau Adult Health 
the State Department Public Health has been 
directed (1) stimulating industrial health programs 
local health departments; (2) providing consulta- 
tion management, labor, the professions and others 
concerned; (3) integrating the efforts all agencies 
where they meet the industrial health field. review 
the progress the medical services the Bureau 
Adult Health covers wide variety activities. 


The local health department recognized the 
official health for preventive industrial 
work. However, only two, Los Angeles City and County, 
are present adequately equipped with personnel and 
equipment conduct industrial health program. 
Medical contact has been made this year with units 
Pasadena, Vernon, Long Beach, Santa Barbara, 
Orange, San Bernardino, Riverside, Kern, Merced, San 
Jose, Sacramento City, Richmond, Oakland, San Fran- 
San Mateo, Emeryville, Santa Clara, Sutter- 
Yuba, Monterey and San Diego. Very close liaison has 
always been maintained with the industrial hygiene 
units Los Angeles City and County. Medical work 
all other areas accompanied either visiting the 
health officer sending copy the report the 
studies him. 


Principal Effort 

The principal effort the bureau’s medical service 
assisting those responsible for industrial health 
understand and assume their responsibility. 
may the local health department, management, the 
medical service, community groups the individual 
worker who primarily responsible the particular 
problem under study. The bureau’s work never 
directed substitute for that someone else who 
should doing it, but intended give 
technical information and encouragement the devel- 
opment services. 

average day the bureau receives numerous 
inquiries such as, ‘‘How shall treat patient with 
acute thallium poisoning?’’; ‘‘Are ‘self-launderies’ 
likely source skin infections?’’; ‘‘Is there 
more dermatitis from picking spoiled celery than good 
‘‘What are the effects vibra- 
tions from jet engines those working near them?’’; 
services should our local health department 
offer our local pottery can you 
tell about noise abatement and out 
shall prevent demratitis among our em- 

The medical group has studied working conditions 
and health hazards mines, tunnels, educational insti- 
tutions, jet propulsion research laboratories, litho- 
graphing and printing industries, dairies, meat and 
fishing industries, crop dusting and spraying, pottery 
making, plastic manufacture, machine shops, army 
ordinance depot, rock crushing, automo- 
bile manufacturing, building construction and numer- 
ous other industries. study 
diseases four industrial groups workers San 
Jose, cooperation with the local health department 
and the County Medical Society, was recently com- 
pleted. 

Visits Physicians 

Visits individual physicians doing industrial 
work are rewarding them, their employee patients, 
and the quality recognition and reporting occu- 
pational disease. The mainstay in-plant preventive 
medicine has long been the graduate nurse working 
under medical guidance, yet few physicians realize the 
possibilities and the responsibilities such coopera- 
tive service. major effort being made corregt 
this situation. 

Questions which the bureau asks are: Where and 
when most the occupational disease found 
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diseases cause the most lost time?’’; What 
industries have occupational diseases given 
obtain answers these questions there has been 
developed coding and tabulating system. The first 
group reports have been received from the Central 
Tabulating Unit and are now preparation for 
release. 

Throughout the country agricultural labor has been 
the ‘‘forgotten’’ group compensation and medical 
service, although its accident experience far higher 
than that many other occupations. California the 
the field’’ employs over 400,000 persons. 
addition the mechanical and climatic hazards, 
there are numerous chemical hazards from fertilizers, 
insecticides, fumigants and other economic poisons. 
Recently the Bureau Adult Health, after consulta- 
tion with many interested agencies, prepared the first 
series informative bulletins the subject 
toxic insecticides and sent all health officers and 
county society officers, well other inter- 
ested agencies. This bulletin was very well received, 
evidenced the large number appreciative letters 
requesting put permanent mailing list. 
the present time the bureau engaged study 
the Riverside Agricultural Experiment Station, the 
College Agriculture, University California, 
determine the possible effects new insecticides 
which are being used experimental basis. 


working agreement with the Division Indus- 
trial Safety regarding methods integrating the work 
with both departments was completed and continues 
function smoothly. The growth industry has brought 
compensation problems which dispro- 
portionate the growth the Industrial Accident 
Commission. The bureau currently assisting the 
commission the medical upon which 
ratings hearing defects should based. Consider- 
ing that from ‘‘a quarter half million veterans will 
return from service with some degree hearing 
this problem assumes great importance 
disability ratings.* The bureau, assigning phy- 
sicians the Department Education, Bureau 
Vocational Rehabilitation, strives integrate this 
important program into the over-all adult health effort.

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1850 Lemuel Shattuck Had Ideas 
That Are Still Sound 


this year centennial celebrations, we’ve been 
hearing lot about life 100 years ago and patting our- 
selves the back for the great strides that have been 
made all fields then. 


man Massachusetts said some things cen- 
tury ago, though, that make pretty sensible reading 
today. Here are the words Lemuel Shattuck, public 
health pioneer extraordinary, who fathered sanitary 
reform this country chairman Massachusetts 
State Commission. This was written 1850 


comes into existence helpless being arrives 
maturity the aid others; exists state 
maturity indefinite period, and then decays and 
dies: ‘The dust returns the earth was.’ This 
the common lot all. Life may extend 70, 80, 90, 
even 100 years; and may terminate year, 
month, even hour. know that all must 
die; but the time our death not know. may 
come comparatively soon may not. believe, how- 
ever, that the time our death, though unknown, 
some respects within our own control. believe 
that disease and death come not from mysterious, 
Providence, but are the result the 
our bodies and the influences that are 
brought bear upon them. Many these influences 
bring around our own voluntary choice. One 
person takes proper food, proper times and proper 
quantities; another indulges his appetite, and takes 
unwholesome food, irregular intervals, and injuri- 
ous quantities. One person clothes himself 
maintain uniform temperature the body all 
times; another guards not against the changes the 
temperature the seasons, but allows himself 
alternately heated and chilled. One man selects resi- 
dence where the air breathes pure and invigo- 
rating; another, where the noxious impurities the 
air carry disease and death his vitals. One person 
keeps his skin healthy state frequent 
another permits coated over with impurities. 
One chooses occupation which gives sufficient exer- 
cise, mental and physical, keep all the energies 
his body another, one that requires too much 
labor for his physical nature, has itself unhealthy 
influences, his overexerts himself 
impair his physical and mental capacity. One man 
exposes himself the contagion smallpox, knowing 
the time that dangerous, takes the disease and 
another vaccinates himself, and thus protects and 
saves his life. One man ventures upon the ocean with- 
out sufficient knowledge manage his craft, and thus 
exposes himself accidental death another cautious, 
and ventures farther than safety permits. The act 
the one each case favorable and prolongs 
the act another unfavorable and abridges it. And 
will not every one say that all these acts and influences

Tetrachloride Solvent 


Carbon tetrachloride being widely used clean 
syringes which have been used for injections peni- 
cillin and beeswax, and other oily materials. 

Although ‘‘carbon tet’’ efficient fat solvent, 
also extremely dangerous chemical when used 


without proper control. This substance attacks 


marily the central nervous system, liver and kidney. 

The chemical very volatile and quickly saturates 
the atmosphere wherever used without proper ventila 
tion other control devices. 

addition, hands not properly protected may 
harmed immersion the chemical.

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Plans Being Made for 1950 White 
House Child Conference 


Plans are now being made for the fifth decennial 
White House Conference Children held 
Washington, C., 1950. 

Purpose the conference, which was 
the National Commission Children and Youth, 
will evaluate the progress made since the 1940 
White House Conference Children Democracy, 
assess the status services and opportunities pro- 
vided children and youth the United States and the 
problems affecting their welfare, and stimulate the 
nation achieve greater measure security and 
opportunity for all children. 

The commission recommended that the primary 
emphasis for the White House Conference 
Children ‘‘The Child His Own Commun- 
Realizing the oneness the interests children 
throughout the world, has been recommended that 
the give some consideration international 
programs affecting the welfare children. 

Pending the appointment permanent committee 
plan the meeting, the Children’s Bureau and 
other federal agencies responsible for programs for 
children and youth are expected cooperate with 
national organizations and state agencies the pre- 
liminary activities that will lead the 1950 meeting. 


Meetings Proposed 

The National Commission Children and Youth 
proposed state and community groups concerned 
with the welfare children that they join together 
see how much they can accomplish for the benefit 
children and youth before the 1950 conference held. 
Each state-wide group and each community will 
need agree objectives that are important for its 
children and that can attained whole part 
before the conference. The achievement these objec- 
tives communities may call for increased citizen par- 
ticipation services for children and youth, strength- 
ening private and agencies that are serving 
children and youth, initiation new programs needed, 
and encouragement youth themselves participate 
choosing goals and attaining objectives.
